THE BEATLES did not start working on tracks for their new single and LP until later 
in March than we forecast last month, because Paul decided that he wanted to have a brief 
rest before they went into the studio, as he had been working almost non-stop on new song 
ideas for almost three months. 

THE SECRET 18 OUT AT LAST !! Yes, Paul did write ‘“Woman™ for Peter and 
Gordon, But he called himself Bernard Webb because he wanted to find out whether people 
actually do buy records just because Lennon and McCartney write the song. Sow he knows 
the answer because the disc was in the top twenty on both sides of the Atlantic before the 
secret was revealed, 

BEATLE BOOK READERS often write to me asking if 1 can include a special feature — 
on Paul and John’s song-writing. In this issue we've gone one better than that because Beatles 
Talk has our two famous tunesmiths discussing this very subject. They don’t often talk about 
their writing activities: in fact, when T asked John at the beginning of March whether he had 
many songs finished he replied: “No, U've only ot a few bits ready.** But I don’t think any of 
us have to worry, because John's “bits have a habit of turning into hits! 

¥YOU WILL ALL have read about the tours that Brian Epstein is lining up for the boys 
during the coming summer months. If they do manave to get to Germany, Japan and America 
in June, July and August it must mean that they can’t start work on their new film until the 
Autumn. After which, of course, they want to make a tour of this country.

H* you ever wondered 
what a Heath: docs when 
he's doing nothing? I mean, 
how he fills his time when the 
aroup isn't working. Im face it 
iam't all holiday tor the boys 
berween tours. For one thing, 
there's 2 great deal af prepar- 
ation before recording: sessions 
—new songs to be written, 
new guitars to be cried out, 
hackings Do be reliearsed. 

Ona free day, the Beatles 
usually get up earlier than they 
do during a tour. When we're 
all on the road, with travelling 
to be done between dares, the 
bows sit up late and then sleep 
in until the last possible 
moment. Until I go round 
their rooms to cell them we're 
due to leaye the hecel in less 
than an hour! Ac home chey’re 
often up by eleven, or perhaps 
noon, Uless they've been out 
to a very late party the night 
before. 

Paul's grearest hobby at the 
moment is tape recording. He 





has a room which is stacked 
with recording equipment. It's 
loaded with special devices 
and Paul spends hours cwiddl- 
ing complicared sets of con- 
trols, a greac big pair of 
headphones strapped abour 
his ears. He's become an expert 
at recording and double-track- 
ing—he'll stare with a basic 
Sond on one cape, re-record 
samething over it amd then 
Tepeat the protess umpteen 
tines wsing twe tape decks. He 
specialises im curious space 
noises acul electromic music. 
Once he set up a line of 
tumblers, cach with a different 
amount of water in, and re- 
corded the sound made by 
running his fingers around the 
rim of each one. 

Often Paul's interest im this 
sart of thing can be useful 
professionally to the group. 
When Paul wanted to show 
Ringo how “What Goes On" 
sounded like he made up a 
multi-track tape. Cnto this 
went Paul singing, Paul play- 
ing lead guitar, Paul playing 
bass and Paul playing drums. 
Then Ringo listened oo che 
finished tape and added his 
own ideas before the recording 
session. Im fact “Whar (roes 
On" wis mol a new number 
wher it was recorded for the 
“Rubber Soul™ LP, John and 
Paul wrote it years ago in 
Liverpool. Them Raines added 
things, including some new 
lyrics, when he'd heard Paul’s 
special tape. 


GET U.S. HITS 


All The Beatles listen to a 
lot of records. They get all the 
lacest Anverican hice by air- 
mail from che U.8. and they 
have hig etllectioas ee their 
personal album favourites. 
Whatever the time of day, the 
hi-fi is usually working hard 
in every Beatle household. 

All four enjoy oecasional 
visits to the theatre although 
Paul is the most keen theatre- 
goer. He'll go to see anything 
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he's heard good reports about 
and has mo special prefercnce 
for any particular repe of play. 


LOTS OF GUESTS 


George seems 10 enceriain 
more than the others. It's mor 
often his bungalow is without 
Buests and I've seen as many 
as ten or twelve people there 
even when theres no official- 
type party on, 

Paul goes out more than the 
others. He always seems to 
have dinner appointments in 
the evenirnes. 

Ringe's main off-dury incer- 
est at the moment centres 
around his growing collection 
of old weapons. He has old 
swords, rifles, air pistols and 
so forth all over the place. He 
likes toe know their history but 
he docen't go int coo much 
detail. He just likes che look of 
them. Neither Ringo mor 
Maureen can be considered 
expert shots but they both 
shoot at targers in their garden 
somenmes and their aim is 
improving with experience, 

Ringo, John and George 
Visit one another very fre- 
quently because all three 
homes are within easy reach af 
each other. Bingo has been 
over at John's place a lot 
recently because workmen are 
still putting the finishing 
touches to the Starkey house 
and Ringo prefers to keep out 
of che way!

She was one 
of defiant hundreds inside The Cavern Club keeping 
the bailiffs out when they came along to close it. 


“We barricaded the door 
but it was eventually broken 
down by police while we 
were still doing our best to 
resist’ says Freda. You can 
imagine the chaos... . and 
through ie all, local raup 
the Hideaways were playing 
in the background. 

You may think this irrele- 
vane to the feature, but noc 
if you remember that this is 
the club that the Beatles 
used as a “training ground" 
as such, and but for the 
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Cavern | wouldn't be holding 
this jab right now! 

As a result of the decision 
to close it, the general im- 
pression is that it will never 
be apen again asa club, Bur 
the newspapers and all the 
other people who have said 
this might well be proved 
wrong simply because | know 
that there are two people 
interested in buying the 
premises to re-open it vir- 
tually as it was. 

And whoever it may be 


who performs this “good 
deed" —if It comes off—will 
not anly become a strong 
favourite with the teenagers, 
but also with che groups in 
Liverpool, As a result of the 
club's closure they mow have 
newhere to meet for a char 
and a coffee at lunch-time, 
$0, according to Freda, instead 
just mope around the city, 

“They are barred from 
‘The Kardomah" in White- 
chapel and I'm sure they'd 
all give their boctam dollars 
ta see “The Cavern” open 
again beth to play in and 
meet in.” 

Freda certainly knows all 
about the local scene and the 
groups involved, although 
she is recognised as just che 
secretary of the Beatles Fan 
Club. She knows the Liver- 
pool group clique very well 
and can't get enough of their

TWO YEARS AGO 
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by Billy Shepherd and Johnny Dean 


ust two years ago in 1964, there were figures flashing about which 
Joleaves the Beatles more than somewhat. A team of statisticians 
on a pop-music paper came up with some facts based on chart placings 
during the first three months of the year. 


April ’64 Top Ten 

The Beatles walked it. They topped 

the singles’ section, with points 
given starting at thirty for number one 
place, beating Dave Clark and the Five 
inte second place by more than a hund- 
red “marks”. If you're interested in the rest 
of the “top ten", as it was then, its reads: 
Rollings Stones, the Bachelors, Gerry and 
the Pacemakers, Gene Pitney, Swinging 
Blue Jeans, Searchers, Duscy Springfield and 
the Hollies. The previous year, it'd been 
Cliff at the top. . . 

But there was more. The Beatles also 
easily topped the LP list analysis. Amd the 
sheet music listings, provided by the Music 
Publishers’ Association, And the American 
“Billboard” analysis of chart ratings, with 
more than four times the number of points 
scored by Bobby Vinten, in second place. 

Highly chuffed is the way to describe haw 
John, Paul, George and Ringo felt. They also 
kidded their recording manager George 
Martin because he'd announced a new LP 
of his, with a 40-piece orchestra, which 
included eleven songs by John and Paul and 
also George Harrison's “Don't Bother Me”. 
They kidded George M, about wanting to 
get In the speclight, and being star-struck, 
but deep dawn they thought it was a darned 
nice tribute from the person whe had guided 
their stratespheric dise career right fram 
the firse planning stages. 

Of course, the Beatles were still in the 
throes of their firsc film, Some of the gossip-

writers, hearing reports of how well the 
boys were settling in on the set, claimed to 
know (as a matter of face) that the Beatles 
were planning ta move into films full-time, 
But John told us: “It's not so hard if you are 
playing yourselves. | don't think I'd like to 
try and take on a brand-new character, | 
mean, that's REALLY acting, and we'd 
probably not be much good at it.” 
Interesting, though, to hear the sore of 
subjects that kept the Beatles chatting while 
they carried on filming. John, for instance, 
was genuinely anxious to get back on the 
road, doing one-nighters, He said: “Ie sounds 
real daft. buc we hardly get a chance to play 
together nowadays. We've recorded most 
of the stuff for the film, so we simply fake 
the playing sequences, We've got to go to

Auseralia soon, but there's nothing | like 
better chan travelling round Britain. Funny, 
though, how peaple whe claim to know all 
about it are saying thar “Can'c Buy Me Love" 
isn’c up to the standards of our earlier 
records. For our money, it's easily our best. 

Already people were suggesting the Beat- 
les had earned enough money to retire—two 
years aga, remember. But all four said quite 
definitely they couldn't cut themselves 
righe off from music. 

We went along to meet up with the boys 
at Television House, in Kingsway, London, 
lt was a flying visit, to talk over plans for a 
programme. But word somehow got round. 
Qutside were at least a thousand fans, 
choking che roads, snarling up the traffic. It 
pointed exactly haw incredible was the 
Beatle hold on British fans. It poured wich 
rain, bue these hundreds stood outside 
hoping for at best a ten-second glimpse of 
the boys as they stampeded inte their 
limousine. 





Roy Orbison 


An even the biggest of the American 

stars were involved in anew game of 
“hunt the Beatles”. We met Roy Orbison 
a few hours after he arrived and he said: 
“Could you oblige me with a phone number 
for Ringo Starr. There's a little girl, back in 
Tennessee, whe has specially asked me to 
get her at least one of Ringo's drum sticks 
and have hin autograph it for her. She's a 
sweet little kid and I don't want to dis- 
appoint her.” So happens we could tell him 
where Ringo is and Roy's mission was 
accomplished, Im face, he'd known the boys 
from a crip in mid-1963, when he topped 
the bill over them, and positively predicted 
fame for them in America, 

In chis unpredictable month of April, 
however, news came through of bookings 
for the big television shaw “Around The 
Beatles, which Rediffusion were planning 
for May 6. Jack Good to produce it—that 
was known. And it was also explained chat 
he would be bringing over a rather off-beat 
character from che Staces, a promising singer 
who might do well in Bricain given a break. 
Chap name of P. J. Proby. 

And every so often, the routine of filming 
was broken by a quick broadcast, say, for 


“Easy Beat’. They went to the Playhouse 
Theatre, now a BBC studio, for recording— 
and it turned out to be a couple of hours of 
tetal chaos. The boys were encouraged to 
do what they liked, though dee-jay Brian 
Matthew said afterwards: “I juse pity the 
chap whe has to adit that litthe lor.” There 
was Ringo mumbling an announcement 
through mouthfuls of a het-dog, John 
threarening to do his “famous impression” 
of Bob Dylan, George apparently lost in 
efforts to compose a new song. And Paul 
quitely going beserk with enthusiasm as the 
just-announced news chat the American 
Tamla Motown touring package was visicing 
Bricain, with Beatles favourites like the 
Miracles, Temptations, Contours, Marvin 
Gaye etc., included. 

Life certainly wasn't dragging for the 
Beatles. Every week something new came 
wp for cheir date book .. . in fact, the 
record-breaking was becoming so common- 
place that it hardly got much space in the 
papers, Buc it was announced this month 
that they would star at the Hollywood Bow! 
during their summer tour of the States. It 
was also fixed that Princess Margaret would 
attend the premiere of their film “Hard 
Day's Night" —arranged for July 6in Landon. 
And somebody estimated that abour 100 
million words had already been written 
about the four boys from Liverpool. 

George, incidentally, developed a rather 
heavy cold towards the end of the month. 
lt was, he said, shifting from his head to his 
nose and on te his chest. Maybe he shouldn't 
have said anything. For lozenges by the ton, 
embrocation by the gallon, tumbled into the 
boys' Landon offices. You could hardly 
move for medication, A Beatle with a sore 
throat had become, obviously, a matter of 
hational concern. 

But John and Paul had something else on 
their chests .. . but more of that next 
manth,
